WASHINGTON. March 15 
(NYT) — The United States is fac- 
ing almost twice the reduction in 
oil imports that it faced at the out- 
set of the Iranian crisis because the 
international petroleum companies 
have begun to change the way. they 
distribute their available oil. 

According to administration and 
industry officials, the companies 
have begun to allocate supplies on 
the basis of the amount of oil that 
nations normally consume, rather 
than the amount that they normally 
import. The objective of the oil 
companies that are switching to 
this method is to have ail importing 
countries receive approximately the 
same reduction in consumption. 

The United Slates produces 
about half the oil'it consumes and 
imports the rest For it to receive 
the same reduction in consumption 
as nations that produce no oil. im- 
ports to the United States must be 
cut by twice as much as shipments 
to the other consuming countries. 

The allocation plans raise the 
possibility of a gradually widening 
gap between petroleum supplies 
and demand, and that could in- 
crease upward pressure on domes- 
tic prices. 

Cririd-sm Expected 

Moreover, if Iran proves unable 
to produce oil at its previous level 
on a sustained basis and the short- 
age intensifies, the methods chosen 
by the oil companies to allocate 
supplies are sure to be scrutinized 
and criticized by politicians here 
and in other consuming countries. 

Last month, the Canadian gov- 
ernment complained about the de- 
cision' by Exxon Corp. decision to 
divert supplies as a result of the 
Iranian situation. Exxon replied 
that it was trying to abide by the 
oil-sharing provisions of the Inter- 
national Energy Agency,

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Pope Defends Rights in 1st Encyclical

ROME March 15 (NYT) — Pope 
John Paul II today solemnly pro- 
claimed the intention of the Catho- 
lic Church to serve more effectively 
as the “guardian of freedom" in a 


world where he said injustice and a 
decline in moral values posed a 
•threat to all people of good will." 

In a 24,000-word encyclical — a 
formal letter to the whole church — 
the pope paid homage to his prede- 
cessors. John Paul I and particular- 
ly to Paul VI. whose teachings he 
endorsed and to whom he ex- 
pressed his gratitude for the way he 
had led the church during his long 
pontificate from 1963 to 1978. 

The new pope's first encyclical, 
published five months after his 
dec Lion, reflected his conservative 
views on theology and church mat- 
ters and. at the same time, his 
warm, strongly felt concern, for the 
social- economic and personal suf- 
fering of modern man. 

"Hie letter, entitled “Redemptor 
Hominis" I Redeemer of Man), is a 
summing up of the reflections and 
beliefs that he brought to his office 
from his years as pastor and as a 
participant in (he deliberations of 
the Second Vatican Council.

And in denouncing violations of 
human rights, he wrote: “We see 
before us concentration camps, vio- 
lence, torture, terrorism and dis- 
crimination in many forms." He 
called religious freedom one of the 
foremost human rights. 

In another passage, the pope 
spoke of the “alienation” of mod- 
ern man. afraid that technological

He emphasized the unbreakable 
character or marriage and strongly 
stressed the need for priestly celiba- 
cy- 

He professed himself a firm sup- 
porter of ecumenical unity between 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
other Christian denominations and 
chastized those within the church 
who had decried uoity.

And in keeping with many of bis 
pronouncements since becoming 
pope, he closed with a -vibrant trib- 
ute to Mary as “the mother of the 
Church."

'U.S. shortfall may already have 
passed 500,000 barrels a day. but 
the lack of reliable, current data 
makes determining the extent of 
the shortage nearly impossible. 

Estimate^! Shortage 

“We believe that the shortage 
would start at 500.000 barrels a day 
and creep toward 800.000 barrels a 
day. which is our share based on 
consumption rather than imports." 
Secretary of Energy James Schles- 
inger said in an interview. 

Distributing oil based on imports 
means that the parent oil compa- 
nies reduce their deliveries to their 
affiliates in various - consuming 
countries based on the amount of 
oil that those affiliates have histori- 
cally imported. Using consumption 
as a measure means applying a per- 
centage cutback to the total sales of 
oil products, foreign and domestic, 
of the individual affiliates. 

For the United Stales, cutbacks 
based cm imports mean that the 
United States would absorb about 
25 percent of the world shortfall. 
Using a consumption standard, the 
U.S. share of the shortage grows to 
40 percent. Without Iranian oil the 
world shortage has been variously 
estimated at 2 million to 3 million 
barrels a day. Thus, the United 
States share could be as high as 1.2 
million barrels a day, 

“The initial inclination for the 
companies is to share available oil 
on the basis of import patterns," 
Mr. Schlesinger said. “But this is 
gradually eroded due to pressure 
within the consuming countries." 

Exxon Formula 

The most prominent company to 
move formally to allocation by con- 
sumption is Exxon, the world’s . 
largest private oil company, which 
handles os much as 15 percent of 
the international oil trade. The 
Exxon Formula is based on a plan 


developed by the international En- 
ergy Agency for mandatory shar- 
ing. The plan has not yet been, in- 
voked by the consuming countries. 

“There should be an effective 
sharing of total supplies, indi- 
genous oil as well as total exports,” 
said an Exxon spokesman. "Fol- 
lowing broad 1EA concepts gives us 
a directional sense of security that 
we are taking an approach which 
the major consuming nations of the 
world believe is a fair one."

An army statement re- 
ported that the soldiers “were 
caught in a violent disturbance.” It 
said that civilians and soldiers fired 
weapons but did not say who shot

The army imposed a curfew on 
Halhul. a hilltop town of more than 
10.000 outside Hebron. Shops were 
shuttered, and squads of h el meted 
soldiers patrolled the streets.

Jet Lag — A Look at Causes and Cures

NEW YORK (NYT) — A half 
century ago, when jet travel was 
not even Sn aviator's, dream, 
Wiley Post, who piloted .his 
monoplane around the world in 
eight days, had already discov- 
ered what we call “jet lag." He 
recognized, the disruption of 
body rhythms caused by rapidly 
changing time zones, and worked 
.out a program to counter its de- 
leterious effects. 

Nowadays, every year lens of 
millions of people cross four or 
more time zones in a matter of 
hours. Watches are easily reset to 
local time, but bodies tend to lag 
behind- For days, roulti time- zone 
travelers are likely to find them- 
selves getting hungry and sleepy 
at the “wrong" time?. 

Thev are alert when they 
should be asleep, sluggish when 
they need to react quickly. There 
may be a loss of appetite, lethar- 
gy and disturbed sexual function- 
ing. 

As many as six time zones can 
be crossed in as few as six hours; 
when you land, your body is six 
hours off schedule. If you fly 
from New York to New Delhi. 


you land with your body exactly 
half a day off: Day is night and 
night is day. Since such abrupt 
changes did not occur while the

Treaty to Cost U.S. $5 Billion

WASHINGTON, March 15 
tWP) — The cost to U.S. taxpayers 
or the Egyptian-Israeli agreements 
negotiated by President Carter will 
be about $5 billion in military and 
economic aid to the two nations 
over a three-year period.

No U.S- Treaty

Western analysts reported that 
mass conscription of young men 
and women is under way. with 
those drafted in the north being 
largely sent to the northern front 
while southern conscripts are being 
shipped to Cambodia. 

During the last two weeks, three 
combat divisions were reported to 
have been transferred from the 
Cambodian to the Chinese- border 
fronts. Some of this manpower is 
presumably being replaced in the 
neighboring country by new con- 
scripts. Fighting in Cambodia con- 
tinues to be heavy, analysts report- 
ed. with Vietnamese road traffic 
suffering heavy losses in ambushes.

Toe weapons to be sold to Egypt 
were described as replacements for 
some Soviet-supplied arms, now 
antiquated, which bave been the 
back pone of the Egyptian forces. 
Some naval and air-defense weap- 
ons and transport aircraft are re- 
portedly to be sold, but not the 
most up-to-date planes such as the 
F-15 or F-I6. 

The weapons for Egypt will be 
the first financed by the United 
Slates for that country. Previous 
sales of C-130 transport planes and 
F-5 jet fighters were financed by 
Saudi Arabia. The United States is 
also considering its first military 
grant aid to Egypt. 

The arms for Israel evidently are 
from an unfilled shopping list sup- 
plied previously to the United 
States. The United States has fur- 
nished military' credits to Israel, of 
about SI billion annually in recent 
years. The new military aid will be 
in addition to this. 

Congressional sources said the 
United Stales had agreed, in the 
phased withdrawal of Israel from 
the Sinai, to help Israel relocate its 
two air bases and to assist both 
sides to relocate seven or eight mili- 
tary divisions. 

White House officials empha- 
sized that many details remain to 
be worked out and thus the figures 
represent only rough estimates. Is- 
rael currently receives about 5800 
million in economic aid yearly, and 
Egypt about SI billion, including 
food aid.

U.S. A-Plant Action Seen Boosting OU Use 


WASHINGTON. March 15 
lUPI) — Energy officials say that 
the shutdown or five atomic reac- 
tors for additional earthquake pro- 
tection will boost U.S. oil con- 
sumption by 100.000 barrels a day. 
raise electric bills on the East Coast 
and increase the likelihood or man- 
datory conservation measures. 

Virginia, where two of the reac- 
tors are located, faces the greatest 
threat of energy shortages because 
its generating reserves are the 
smallest, according to Energy De- 
partment analysts. They said that 
losing one more large generator for 
any reason could cause problems 
Tor the stale. 

The analysts said that Pennsylva- 
nia. the site of the third reactor, has 
somewhat larger reserves than Vir- 
ginia. New York and Maine, where 
the other two reactors are located, 
have the best reserve margins of the 
affected states. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission Tuesday gave utility offi- 
cials until today to close the five 
plants because ibey may be inade- 
quately protected against earth- 
quakes. Two or the reactors already 
were out of service. 

Energy Department officials said 
yesterday that the shutdown, which 
came as a surprise to them, wiO 
cancel the saving? anticipated from 
one of the major contingency plans 
for dealing with anticipated fuel 
shortages this summer. 

That plan called for “wheeling” 
electricity from coal-fired and 
atomic plants in the Midwest and 
South to New England, which relies 
heavily on imported oil. Now. offi- 
cials said, power may have to be 


brought from the Southwest and 
from far Midwestern states to cover 
the loss of generating capacity. 

“U's very bad," an official said. 
“The worst repercussion is going to 
•be the cost impact on ratepayers

Mother in Coma 
Dies in U.S. 

JERSEY CITY. NJ.. March 15 
(AP) — The comatose woman who 
gave birth to a healthy baby last 
week died on Monday. She had 
been kept alive artificially since she 
had a stroke Feb. 27. 

The 39-year-old woman, whose 
identity had been withheld at the 
request of her family, died without 
coming out of the coma, a Jersey 
City Medical Center spokesman 
said. 

“The woman’s condition wors- 
ened steadily after she gave birth 
and there was little chance she 
would have survived,” the spokes- 
man said. “But the baby is doing 
well, gaining strength every day." * 


WASHINGTON. March 15 
(WP) — U.S. District Court Judge 
John Sirica has ruled that consumer 
organizations founded and run by 
Ralph Nader have no legal right to 
file lawsuits on bebaif of the public. 

The decision was described as 
“unprecedented" and “unfor- 
tunate” by aides to Mr. Nader, who 
said that it could restrict the power 
of public-interest groups to chal- 
lenge government authorities in 
court. 

Impliritly criticizing Mr. Nader's 
one-man role over- the -consumer 
groups he heads. Judge Sirica said 

that a democratically organized 
group, with dues-paymg members 
and elected officers, would have a 
legitimate right to sue on behalf of 
its members, representing the pub- 
lic. But, Judge Sirica noted, the 
Nader groups involved in the case 
have no dues-paying members and 
no ejected officers. 

“Mr. Nader would hardly be in a 
position to seriously argue that his 
contributors or supporters exercise 
any substantial degree of even indi- 
rect control over such organiza- 
tions,” Judge Sirica said. 

Because Mr. Nader founded the 
organizations, appointed their offi- 
cers and runs them under tight per- 
sonal control, tbe groups cannot 
claim to represent consumers as a 
whole. Judge Sirica said. His deci- 
sion was made in a lawsuit against 
the administrator of the Food and 
Drug Administration, Donald. Ken- 
nedy, by two of Mr. Nader’s Wash- 
ington organizations — Public Citi- 
zen, Mr. Nader’s umbrella fund- 
raising agency, and Health 
Research Group; a medical con- 
sumers' association. 

“Public Citizen (and in turn 
HRGj- was founded by Ralph 
Nader and is operated by Mr. 
Nader, the board of directors he 
appoints and the employees hired 
by that board” Judge Sirica said in 
his opinion. He said that he “does 
not doubt that (the Nader groups) 
have been and will continue to be 
competent and effective advocates" 
for the interests of consumers. “But 
such abilities are not sufficient to 
confer standing” to sue. 

Although Judge Sirica's ruling 
applies only lo the case against the 
federal agency, it could have a far- 
reaching effect if upheld in jOther 
jurisdictions. ■*’

Socialite Indicted

WASHINGTON.- March 15 
(WP) — Smith Bagley, a Washing- 
ton socialite and campaign fund-ra- 
iser for President Carter, was in- 
dicted yesterday on conspiracy, 
fraud and stock manipulation 
charges. 

Mr. Bagiey’s attorney responded 
by slating that “Mr. Bagley denies 
the charges made against him." 

The indictment revolves around 
alleged efforts by Mr. -Bagley to in- 
flate artificially* the vjflue'of his 
business. The Washington Group. 
Inc., in order to boost the sale of its 
stock. 

Among the .primary victims, 
aenrdiog to the indictment, were 
low-income wage earners at compa- 
nies held by The Washington 
Group in North Carolina. The em- 
ployees were allegedly induced by 
fraud to take loans and invest in 
the Bagley stock. 

Mr. Bagley and a former partner. 
James Gilley, were each indicted on 
10 counts of conspiracy, .raaii 
fraud, wire fraud, bank misapplica- 
tion and securities violations.

U.S., Hopes to Steer Clear 
Of Asian Communist Rifts

WASHINGTON. (NYT) — The

einam and the increasing tension 
iclween Peking and Moscow, is 
formulating a policy that would 
seek to confine any conflicts in 
northern and southeastern Asia to 
Communist 'nations. 

White House and State Depart- 
ment aides report that the adminis- 
tration's goals in Asia are to steer 
dear of direct .involvement in 
disputes between Communist na- 
tions and to insure that these con- 
flicts do not engulf pro-Western 
countries. To achieve these objec- 
tives. a senior State Department of- 
ficial said, the a dminis tration is 
pursuing a “quarantine strategy" 
designed to limit the impact of 
Communist fighting on US. securi- 
ty interests in the area. 

Essential to such a strategy, he 
said, are the offer of increased eco- 
nomic and military assistance to 
non -Communist nations in Asia 
and a reaffirmation of an earlier 
administration decision to remain a 
power in the region. 

Officials said that aspects of the 
aimi lustration’s plans were alluded 
to recently by Secretary of Defense 
Harold Brown. 'The conflict in 
Asia requires us to help our 
friends," he said in a televised 
interview. “We want to bolster 
their capabilities, both economical- 
ly and militarily."

South Korea and. Thailand “had 
never been better.” At the same 
time, the aide expressed concern 
over the long-term implications of 
Co mmunis t conflicts for the securi- 
ty of U.S. allies. 

While emphasizing that the Unit- 
ed States could not afford to take 
sides in the Communist conflicts; 
the official maintained that a U.S. 
retreat from Asia would quickly re- 
sult in a political division of the re- 
gion in which pro-Western nations 
would come under intense pressure 
to align themselves with Peking or 
Moscow. 

"By remaining a force in Asia we 
can prevent this process of polar- 
ization," the aide said, “ana thus 
insure that conflicts will not spill 
over into non-Commumst 
countries."

WASHINGTON', March 15 
(WP) — The Federal Bureau of 
Prisons and the American Civil 
Liberties Union’s National Prison

Lewisburg, Pa. 

The ACLU group, announcing a 
civil suit on behalf of 38 prisoners, 
charged that Lewisburg guards 
brandishing ax handles attacked 
and beat two groups of prisoners 
who were bound by chains and 
handcuffs. 

“We have not seen this kind of 
incident since the Attica assault,” 
said Alvin Bronii. head of the 
ACLU project. “It was a planned 
assault on inmates who had no way 
to protect themselves. And it was 
unprovoked.” 

The Bureau of Prisons responded 
by making public its own internal 1 
investigation of the incident. That 
report said “no more force was 
used than necessary. . .no inmate 
was kicked, beaten, or assaulted." 

The bureau added that its inves- 
tigation was hampered because tbe 
ACLU advised the prisoners tn- 

Mineo Murderer 
Gets 51 Years 

LOS ANGELES, March 15. (AP) 
— Pizza deliveryman Lionel Wil- 
liams today was sentenced to at 
least 51 years in prison for kiHing 
actor Sal Mineo and Tor commit- 
ting 10 robberies. 

Besides second-degree murder. 
Williams was convicted of nine 
coums of first-degree robbery and 
one count of second-degree robbery 
for holdups committed during a 
two-month roan in 1976 that in- 
cluded (he night of Feb. 12, when 
Mr. Mineo was lulled.

The prisoners were taken to 
holding rooms to be searched for 
weapons before being sent to cells. 

The Bureau of Prisons said this 
unusual reception procedure was 
necessary because Lewisburg offi- 
cials had evidence that the prison- 
ers, who were being transferred 


from another prison, had weapons 
on the bus ana keys to unlock their 
shackles. 

The bureau said the officers 
achieved their objective of “intimi- 
dating” the prisoners, merely by 
turning out in force as the buses 
arrived. It said there was no attack 
on the inmates, but that three of 
them suffered “minor abrasions" in 
the unloading process. 

The ACLU group said the 
guards beat the prisoners en masse 
as they stepped off the bus and in- 
dividually thereafter. Mr. Bronstein 
said this was part of a pattern of 
"systematic” brutality against in- 
mates at Lewisburg. 

The suit seeks $200,000 apiece in 
damages for five of the 38 inmates 
and $150,000 for each of the others.

The police have (barged 34 men 
with terrorist offense ranging from 
bombing to illegal possession of 
weapons. Agents of the Special 
Branch said that 24 are members of 
the Scottish wing of the Ulster De- 
Tense Association, biggest of 
Northern Ireland’s Protestant para- 
military organizations. 

The other 10, tbe police said, be- 
long to tbe outlawed Ulster Volun- 
teer Force, the most feared of the 
province’s Protestant terrorist 
groups. They were rounded up af- 
ter the bombing of two Catholic 
bars Feb. 14 in Glasgow, where 
both rides in Northern Ireland's 
sectarian conflict have their strong- 
est support in. Scotland. 

There has been an increase in 
militant activity related to the trou- 
bles in Ulster in recent months, a 
police source commented. 

Sharp Focus 

The bar bombings, in which five 
persons were wounded, were the 
first acts of terrorist violence relat-> 
ed to Ulster in Scotland for several 
years. -The blasts and tbe arrests 
brought Northern Ireland’s Scot- 
tish connection back into sharp 
focus. 

The police seized rifles, ammuni- 
tion and other weapons when they 
rounded up the alleged UDA group 


in sweral Scottish cities several 
weeks ago. Informed sources said 
the group, including four Northern 
Ireland men, was linked ton long- 
standing UDA gunninning opera- 
tion from Scotland to Northern Ire- 
land. 

In November Northern Ireland 
police seized several caches of 
homemade submachine guns in 
UDA strongholds. UDA source, 
said some of the hghtweighT9imn 
guns, modeled on the British 
Army's Sterling, were made by 
UDA’ activists in Scotland, smug- 
gled to Ulster and assembled there.

Giscard to Visit Russia - 

MOSCOW, March 15 (UPI) —

President Carter ostensibly went to Cairo 
and Jerusalem as. a mediator, representing a 
nation in between the once-warring states. 
But his mission was by no means wholly one 
or disinterest. While he might want to bal- 
ance the needs and desires of Israel and 
Egypt., both he and the United States had a 
vital interest in reaching a successful conclu- 
sion to the talks. 

* * * 

For Mr. Carter has been under increasing- 
ly sharp criticism for his conduct of foreign 
.affairs and the United States has been pond- 
ering its role in the world. There are serious 
weaknesses in the foreign aspects of - the 
Carter Administration: to have three so fre- 
quently dissonant voices as those of Cyrus 
Vance. Zbigniew Brzezinski and Andrew 
Young as part of the foreign policy quartet is 
one of them. Mr. Carter himself has also 
struck oddly amateurish notes on occasion. 

Yet the policies he has pursued have been 
sound and his accomplishments, in Panama, 
in China and now, one hopes, in the Middle 
EasL have been considerable. Admittedly, the 
policies were launched in previous adminis- 
trations (including the return to piecemeal ef- 
forts toward peace in the Mideast, where Mr. 
Carter once preferred a general Geneva-con- 
ference approach), but to bring them so close 
to fruition was a major feat. 


How will the U.S. voter respond to all of 
this? Most of the president's opponents have 
accused him of being soft toward threats 
against U.S. interests. They have a tendency 
to concentrate, so far as Soviet strength is 
concerned, on Ethiopia and forget the Com- 
munist divisions in both Eastern and West- 
ern Europe: to shake their heads over Af- 
ghanistan while considering China as more 
of a threat to Taiwan than to the Soviet 
Union. Whether the drama of an Israeli- 
Egyptian treaty will cut into this mood de- 
pends not only on whether such a treaty is 
secured but on its side-effects — the cost ot 
U.S. aid. the reaction of the other Arab states 
and the effect upon oil supplies. 

Bui the longer term effects on U.S. policies 
and politics cannot rob Mr. Carter of the 
credit which his hard work and shrewd bar- 
gaining have won him at this moment for his 
efforts. Nor has any reasonable alternative to 
his general policy emerged from his oppo- 
nents. He is threading his way through a 
world that is far more complex than that 
which the original cold war seemed to create, 
and some stumblings here and there are bet- 
ter for the United States than a plunging re- 
turn to the brinkmanship of the past. 

Mr. Carter's most urgent challenge is the 
economy of the United States; this cannot be 
disentangled from foreign events but it is ba- 
sic to a satisfactory foreign policy.

it is in the nature of revolution that people 
who unite against a set of grievances will 
rarely agree on how to wield power once it is 
won. The women of Iran, marching deter- 
minedly against Ayatollah Khomeini, reaf- 
firm that lesson of history'- They also offer 
hope for Iran's future. 

* + * 

Tens of thousands of Iranian women reject 
the ayatollah's request that they trade liieir 
skirts and blue jeans for the chador, the au- 
stere robe with veil required for women in 
traditional Moslem society. But it is not just 
the chador they reject. They resent the subju- 
gation that it has always represented and the 
dominance of men that was assumed in the 
ayatollah's presuming to tell them how to 
dress. Predictably, the request was accompa- 
nied by an effort to deprive women of some 
of their legal rights m cases of divorce and 
polygamy. For the urban women of Iran, the 


ayatollah's suggestion that coed education 
has turned the schools into halls of prostitu- 
tion ominously defined the spirit of their 
revolution's spiritual leader. 

And so they marched, day after day. 
though they knew themselves to be a minori- 
ty among Iranian *women. Their determina- 
tion is unmistakable and the ayatollah has 
taken notice. His aides now say he will not 
insist on the chador if women dress “decent- 
ly."

B OSTON -- On Monday eve- 
ning in Jerusalem. President 
Carter was just, about ready to 
break off his peace mission and fly 
hack io Washington. Twice, that 
day. the Israeli Cabinet had refused 
to reconsider the questions sliJJ 
blocking a treaty with Egypt: ar- 
rangements for the purchase of 
Sinai oil and terms for an early ex- 
change of ambassadors, ft looked 
like a stalemate. 

Then came the move that, ac- 
cording to an authoritative source, 
led to the happy ending, Israel's 
Foreign Minister. Moshe Dayan, 
met informally with some of his 
Cabinet colleagues. All of them 
wgre concerned" about the effect a 
breakdown in the peace process 
could have on U.S.-lsrael relations. 
In (he absence of Prime Minister 
Menuchem Begin they talked about 
the Iasi two issues. 

That night Dayan went to Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus R. Vance with 
some new ideas. 

The two men talked into the 
night and worked out these com- 
promise proposals: 

• Israel would drop its recent 
insistence on a fixed contract to 
buy Egyptian oil. Insiead. Israel 
would make regular commercial 
purchases as relations with Egypt 
were normalized, and the United 
State* would guarantee Israel's oil 
supply. 

• As an inducement for the ear- 
ly exchange of ambassadors. Israel 
would restore an offer, it made in 
the negotiations months ago but 
then withdrew: to accelerate the 
agreed schedule for withdrawal 
from parts of the Sinai. 

On Tuesday morning. Carter dis- 
cussed the new proposals with Be- 
gin for several hours. Begin did not 
commit himself to specific lan- 
guage. but he accepted the general 
principles and said he would put 
them to his Cabinet if President 
Anwar Sadat accepted them. 

When President Carter explained 
the new ideas at the Cairo airport. 
Sadat with little hesitation said yes 
to them and the whole revised 
package. That cleared the way for 
the Israeli Cabinet vole on the Iasi 
two items. And Jimmy Carter, who 
hud come so close to admitting fail- 
ure. could fly home and say he was 
“grateful. ” 

That shorthand account of the 
Iasi hours of negotiations shows 
that the drama was not only in the 
newspaper headlines. The sudden 
change in the news accounts, from 
gloom to triumph, left some people 
bewildered, and wondering whether 
the whole thing was somehow 
staged. But the participants in 
Jerusalem and Cairo, as uulhori ta- 
mely described, were in fact on a 
diplomatic and emotional roller- 
coaster. 

Those hours of negotiation of 
course covered other issues, nota- 
bly the nagging questions of the 
treaty's binding nature and its link 
to West Bunk -Gaza autonomy. 
Carter originally decided to make 
his trip when Israel accepted his 


new ideas on those points. In 
Cairo. Sadat requested modest 
changes in his language. The Israeli 
cabinet went part-way toward 
meeting them. And on Carter’s re- 
turn to Cairo. Sadat agreed. 

One much-argued issue was not 
settled: Sadat's request for Egyp- 
tian liaison officers in Gaza to help 
arrange an election there if West 
Bank leaders wifi nod cooperate in 
the plan Tor a self-governing coun- 
cil covering both areas. At the end 
Carter hoped Sadat would agree to 
put that question over for later 


negotiation, and he did. 
The I 


final package is very close to 
what the United Stales "proposed 
wav back last November: the treaty 
tex'l plus side letters on its binding 
effect and linkage to the future of 
the West Bank and Gaza. Israel ac- 
cepted the treaty on Nov. 11 but 
rejected the side letters. Egypt had 
withheld approval until everthing 
was agreed. 

Basic Agreement 

The treaty itself remains 
unchanged. Alternations in the 
other documents are slight buL in 
the view of U.S. experts, useful. 
Israel's agreement to a one-year 
target for negotiating the autonomy 
mechanism is symbolically import- 
ant to Egypt, as is the speeded-up 
withdrawal from the Sinai. The ex- 
change of ambassadors is a symbol 
to Israel, and the clarification in 
bow the treaty binds Egypt is an- 
other reassurance. 


The issues settled at the end. for 
all iheir symbolic quality, were in- 
significant compared to" the basic 
agreement on peace, open borders 
and diplomatic relations: Israel's 
first real relationship with a neigh- 
bor after 30 years of ostracism and 
war. So the Ion®. almost fatal quar- 
rel over these lesser matters must 
have reflected deeper doubts — on 
each side a lack of trust. How were 
those doubts overcome? 

On the Egyptian side it was cru- 
cially important that Sadat and 
Carter met. They get along anyway, 
and meeting in 'Cairo was political- 
ly helpful to Sadat. He wants a sol- 
id relationship with, the United 
Slates more than ever, as Egypt's 
position changes and other Arab 
states grow angrier. For him. as the 
Carter visit made plain, peace with 
Israel is a step to closer friendship 
with the United Stales. 

In Israel, the country's extraordi- 
nary democracy seems to have a 
played a crucial pan. When the 
government thought it could go no 
further, individual members of it 
kept worrying and exploring new 
possibilities — urged on by the 
presence Of the U.S. president. 

On one point there can be no 
doubt: Without the courage, the 
imagination, the doggedness of 
Carter there would have been no 
happy ending. We have to hope 
that faint-hearts will remember that 
as the parties begin to grapple, in 
the year ahead, with the harder 
problem of the Palestinians. 


ten*, telegrams and telephone mes- 
sages that have accumulated on my 
desk since the Justice Department 
sought and obtained a court order 
restraining The Progressive from 
publishing an article about the U-S. 
nuclear-weapons program. I' have 
encountered only one real surprise. 

That many Americans should in- 
stant! v rally to our support in a 
hat tie against censorship and prior 
restraint is not surprising, nor is it 
surprising that others should hasten 
to denounce us for attempting to 
“give away the secret of the H- 
bomb." We anticipated those reac- 
tions. of course. 

What is surprising is that we 
have received a number of re- 
sponses from individuals who 
embrace, simultaneously, both of 
these positions — who wish us the 
best of fuck in the courts but then 
go on to ask. beg. urge, beseech or 
implore us to abandon the idea of 
publishing the article. 

I rind this surprising because, to 
the best of my knowledge, not one 
of these people who are doing the 
asking, begging, urging beseeching 
or imploring has read our unpub- 
lished article. Nor are they likely to 
read it so long os we are restrained 
from “publishing or otherwise com- 
municating. transmitting or disclos- 
ing” it. 

To mv utter amazement, some of 
those who have participated in this 
unseemly rush to judgment are sci- 
entists and journalists — members 
of the two vocations that supposed- 
ly regard a healthy skepticism as an 
essential professional attribute. 

In this instance, these profession- 
al skeptics apparently share the at- 
titude I once heard expressed by an 
Army colonel toward a court-mar- 
tial defendant: “The son of a bitch 
must have done something or he 
wouldn't be here.” 

How have these professional 
skeptics formed their judgment that 
our article should not be pub- 
lished? They have formed it obvi- 
ously. on the basis of assertions 
made by (he government of the 
United States — assertions which 
we have categorically denied and 
which await adjudication in the 
courts on the basis of evidence to 
be presented by the government 
and by The Progressive. 

The government contends that 
our unpublished article contains 
“secret” information which would, 
if published, injure the security of 
the United States and give an ad- 
vantage to a foreign nation by en- 
couraging nuclear proliferation. 

In rebutting these assetions. I op- 
erate under a handicap: I cannot 
dislose anything in our article that 
might be construed as “restricted 
data” — however arbitrarily that 
term may be defined. Still, it seems 
to nie that the government's asser- 
tions are demonstrably absurd. 

The contention that an en- 
terprise with The Progressive's 
pathetically limited resources can 
penetrate the “secrecy" or the nu- 
clear establishment is. on its face, 
preposterous. 

In fact our writer — who had no 
security clearance and no access to 
any classified documents — fol- 
lowed the normal routines of a dili- 
gent journalist. He read books and 
other public materials. He conduct- 
ed interviews — many of them ar-

Still, why would tlie Progressive, 
want to publish information about 
the design and production of nudes' 
ar weapons?

coart. 

Laurent Terrieff is a creative ac- 
i tor of the first order, a histrionic 
artisi who. seizing the inner signifi- 
cance of a role, can illuminate it 
brilliantly and improvise on its pos- 
sible vaned content. He does so 
here magnificently and with such 
subtlety that it seems the most nat- 
ural thing in the world. His fum- 
bling pedagogue is on the surface 
the absent-minded professor of 
comic-strip jocosities. Of course, he 
| is nothing of the sort. Beneath his 
j seeming naivete, his apologies for 
i awkward slips, his conversational 
. compromises, he is a selfish egoist, 

; preoccupied solely by himself and 
1 his own interests.* His boyish sim- 
plicity is a protective covering. 

French reviewers have compared 
him to Moliere’s Alceste. who 
l wants to set everyone right but 
I Hampton's professor is too selfish 
J to be a reforming crusader. He 
j would just like to be left in peace, 
j To marry or not to marry — he 
I couldn't care less, as is shown in his 
*' failure to even try and conceal from 
hix fiancee a passing affair with an- 
other girl into which he has entered 
with his usual indifference. 

Hampton's comedy is a curious, 
amusing character study: done with 
keen observation of human foibles 
and a fair share of dry wiL Marline 
Kelly as the possible bride-to-be 
and Marie-Chnstine Descouard as 
. the campus pushover aid with their 
excellent performances in giving 
the central portrait enlightening 
prospective. Andre Falcon as the 
popular author has been accused of 
overdoing, but the pan is a broad 
lampoon. "Le Philanthrope” in its 
French production offers an eve- 
ning of civilized entertainment.

A Mood of Despair 
In 'Class Enemy’

L ondon. March 15 (ihd — 

Nigel Williams' powerful and 
impressive “Class Enemy." an Ox- 
ford Playhouse production at the 
Young Vic, leaves an audience to 
draw its own conclusions, although 
it shocks by its mood of despair. 

Set in a decaying classroom in a 
south London comprehensive 
school, it shows a small group of 
violent teen-age pupils who nave 
not : only wrecked everything at 
hand but have driven away all 
those who have tried to reach them. 

Left to themselves and bullied by 
the toughest among them, each is 
forced to act out the role of teacher 
and to gjve a lesson to the others. 
The subjects range from sex and 
race lo gardening in a window-box 
and cooking. 

It's a marvelous device for each 
to reveal a dead-end life, one that 
encompasses not only them but 


inarticulate rhythms of the boys 
speech, their inadequate words, 
ineir burst of violence into a com- > ^ — 
plex music, full of meaning and 
fury. 

Director Nicholas Kent gets ex- - .-i 
cellenl acting from his young cast - •- 
who look as if they could have 
stepped straight off ihe street cor- . , 
ners of south London.

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Alan Ayckbourn continues to be 
a permanent and welcome fixture 
in British theater. This prolific and 
endlessly inventive writer's 21st 
work. “Joking Apart." has just re- 
placed one of his earlier comedies 
at the Globe Theatre. 

As its title suggests, “Joking 
Apart” is a grimmer play than his 
other current success “Bedroom 
Farce.” J is jokes, in fact, come far 
apart, sandwiched between some 
slabs of stale anguish. 

When Ayckbourn's interest shifts 
from the absurdities of suburban 
existence to its emptiness and pain, 
he creates tragedies so small as to 
almost escape attention. His char- 
acters here lead lives of impercepti- 
ble desperation. hidden from view', 
inside every one of his thin crea- 
tions is a thinner one. struggling to 
stay hidden. 

Winners and Losers - 

The play covers 12 years in the 
lives of two of life’s winners, Rich- 
ard and Anthea, and a small com- 
munity of friends who gather round 
them and realize, slowly, that they 
are the losers, doomed, however 
much they try. 10 disappointment 
By the end. they are isolated in 
their own liny hells. 

Ayckbourn’s formidable lechnt- . 
cal skills are devoted mainly to al- 
tempiing to animate a collection of 
stereotypes. There is a vicar in the 
play so. naturally, he is the- typical 
yicar of comic fiction — prissy, pla- 
titudinous and ineffectual, attempt- 
ing to be modern in his attitudes 
and remaining hopelessly conventi- 
onal. 

There is a Finn, too. and he con- 
forms ip the English belief that all 
Scandinavians are stolid, pedantic 
and humorless. Thai both of these - - 

characters occasionally seem ^ • • 
human has much to do with the i 
acting of Julian Fdlowea as the sib W] x, .

Nigeria Warns 
Of 17% Jump 
In Its Oil Price . 

NEW YORK, March 15 (AP- 
DJ) — Nigerian officials are 
warning oil companies tha t the 
price of its crude oil might jump 
nearly 17 percent on April 1, in- 
dustry sources said today. 

They said Nigeria was sug- 
gesting a price increase of S2 j 50 
per barrel above the $14.80 it 
now charges. Nigeria had been 
the only large member of OPEC 
other than Saudi Arabia not to 
announce a price rise above this 
year’s scheduled OPEC increas- 
es. 

OPEC is scheduled to raise 
prices 3.9 p er ce n t April l. But 
several members of the cartel 
have already boosted their pric- 
es 9 percent, leading to specula- 
tion that OPEC might decide at 
its meeting in Geneva March 26 
to adopt that increase instead. 

Japan Hikes 
Iran Imports 

TOKYO. March 15 (Reuters)- Ja- 
pan has secured crude oil supplies 
from Iran amounting -to nearly 
600.000 barrels a day. or about 12 
percent of its oil import needs, in 
long-term deals for shipment this 
year, officials of the Ministry of In- 
ternational Trade and Industry said 
today. 

Japan, which imports over 99 
percent of oil needs, depended on 
■tan for 17 percent of its supplies 
before the present government took 
power. Earlier this week. Exxon 
said that it will gradually cut back 
and then completely halt crude 
shipments to non-affiliated buyers 
which will result in an estimated 5- 
percent drop in Japanese supplies. 

Following Mitsui & Co. s an- 
nouncement yesterday of a long- 
term deal for 150,000 barrels of oil 
per day, Mitsubishi Corp. said to- 
day it had also arranged a 150.000 


barrel-per-day deal from Iran for 
nine months beginning in April. 

Marubeni. C. Itoh and Kanemat- 
su-Gosho. said they are concluding 
long-term Iranian deals for over 

200.000 barrels a day. 

Idemitsu Kosan Kaisha. an inde- 
pendent oil firm, said it would gel 

30.000 barrels a day. while Showa 
Oil Co. will receive 20.000 barrels a 
day. 

[Sources said the contracts stipu- 
late the price of crude would be set 
by the National Iranian Oil Co. in 
line with those set by the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries. UP1 reported. However, 'ihey 
noted that Mitsui recently bought 
about 1.7 million barrels of Iranian 
light crude in a spot deal at about 
$20 a barrel, compared to the 
OPEC price of 513.33. 

(The report added that the con- 
tracts are the first long-term deals 
given by Iran’s new revolutionary 
government.) 

Bank Sees Drop 
In Cash Surplus 
Of Oil Exporters 

LONDON, March 15 (Reuters) 
— Oil exporters' surplus funds .will 
'prove much lower last year than 
was generally expected and proba- 
bly no more than S10 billion com- 
pared with an estimated S33.5 bil- 
lion in 1977. the Bank of England 
reports. 

Its estimate for the year, con- 
tained in its latest quarterly review. 
U based on the figures for the first 
nine months of that year. The bank 
said the identified deployment of 
oil exporter funds in the third quar- 
ter suggests the countries had a 
small overall surplus of SI. 9 billion 
compared with a $900~mil!ion defi- 
cit in the second quarter and a S4.4- 
billion surplus in the first quarter.

YOUNG ADOLF 

Bv Beryl Bainbridge. George Braziller. 219 pp. S 7.95

F IS apparently a fact that Adolf 
Hiller arrived in Liverpool in 
November 1912 and remained 
there for five months. Twenty-three 
years old. he was tleeing from con- 
scription into the Austrian'' Army. 
His half brother, Alois, was in 
Liverpool, where he worked as a 
part-time waiter and a part-time 
salesman of safety razors. When 
Alois sent money to his sister in 
Austria to pay her passage to Liver- 
pool. Adolf arrived instead. 

‘ This much we know from the di- 
ary of Alois' Irish wife, Bridget In 
"Young Adolf,” her seventh novel 
in seven years. Beryl Bainbridge 
has imagined Hitler’s five months 
in Liverpool, the city in which she 
herself was bom. 

During Hitler’s passage over. 
Miss Bainbridge shows him reading 
a novel about the American West, 
probably by Karl May, that has un- 
mistakable' homosexual overtones. 
A character called Old Shatter- 
hand. who is dedicated to the exter- 
mination of the Ogellalah Indians, 
has staked out the naked Nanta- 
quand on the ground and poured 
honey over him to encourage vora- 
cious' ants to devour his gloriously 
muscled limbs. 

When Alms, who is waiting at 
the station for his sister, sees that it 
is Adolf who has arrived, he shakes 
him like a rat and then knocks him 
down. Adolf explains that his sis- 
ter, who has recently been wid- 
owed. refused to come. She is upset 
by the fact that sortie nocturnal ani- 
mal is disturbing the topsoO of her 
husband's grave. 

Captures Absurfides - 

This is pure Beryl Bainbridge. 
She is a genius of small absurdities, 
glum incongruities. Nobody can 
capture the pathos of minor defeats 
better than she can. Her portrait of 
Hitler reminds us of Chaplin's in 
"The Great Dictator’' and of Han- 
nah Arendt’s “banality of evfl." 

Alois Hitler is a Fine invention, a 
manic hustler, convinced that his 
safety razors, which liberally nick 
the face, will make him rich. 
Plump, passionate, sensual, sardon- 
ic and a bit of a dandy, he is every- 
thing the young Adolf is not, and 
they detest each other. 

Miss Bainbridge's wit is not the 
surface kind, it is profound and has 
a biller taste. Alois's landlord, 
Meyer, is a middle-aged Jewish in- 
tellectual and liberal who befriends 
Adolf and “understands*' him. 
Meyer even forgives him his rant- 
ing against Jews. "You are 
poisoned." he says, “by creative 
urges that have no outlet" 

At one point Meyer, who is in- 
distinctly involved with some sort, 
of radical underground movement, 
invites Adolf, Bridget and her baby 
on one of the mast peculiar country 
outings in our age's disconsolate 
fiction. Its ostensible purpose is to 
gather walnuts and holly for Christ- 
mas decorations; actually, Meyer 
has a rendezvous with a fugitive 
who is imperturbably dressed in 
brown and white golf shoes. Miss . 
Bainbridge's description of' the en- 
virons of Livbpod would put Sam^ 
uel Beckett to shame. 

There is a cameo of a scene in 
which Bridget and Mary O’Leary, a 
huge, elderly maid, try to imitate 
Adolfs mincing walk. Alois does 
not appreciate Bridget's sensibility; 
He accuses her of being unobser- 
vant When she returns from a 
walk, he quizzes her: How many 
women did you see in the street 
with gray hair? With yellow hair? 

Miss Bainbridge has a knack for 
inscrutable lines that say eveiy- 
l hing and nothing. Showing Adolf

Meyer introduces Adolf w 
Dr. Kephalus, who offers -han i 
stale and discolored custard . tatL 
He cannot eat it, for it reminds Um 
of the throat of his dying mocha- ’ 
When Alois gets Adoff a job' as a 
bellboy in the hold where 
works, he describes the grandeur of 
the place and the clientele. “Yob 
will swoon," he says to Adolf, 
the exchange of ideas.” 

Meyer involves Adolf in a poljfii: 
cal adventure. He is ma&'ta' 
crouch in the dark on a precariouj 
rooftop, together with- Dr. 
Kephalus, to watch for a threat that 
has not even been described to him. 
You look north and I will look 
south. Dr. Kephalus says, while 
A doll wonders what they are look- 
ing for. 

As a result of this adventure, 
Adolf sustains a lump on his fore- 
head and Bridget combs his hair 
across his brow to conceal il Mia 
Brainbridge has already explained 
Hitler's brown shirt by having Brid- 
ge! make him one out of an old 
piece of material she found molder- 
mg in the attic. In order to escape 
detection, Adolf is later forced to 
dress as a wo man. Not recognizing 
him. Meyer attempts a sexual 
attack, and Adolf resolves to grow 
a mustache. 

“Young Adolf” has all the im- 
probability of history. It is funnym 
a way that will make you shudder, 
sad in a way that will astonish you 
with unwanted feelings of sympa- 
thy. In making Hitler oilman. Mis 
Bainbridge has reminded us once 
again that it is persons, not abstract 
forces, that engender our disasters

Marlene Dietrich 
Laments Love 
For Hemingway 

BONN (UP1) — Marlene 
Dietrich had love affairs on and off 
the screen but she says she never 
went to bed with the man she fdl in 
love with at first sight — Emesi 
Hemingway. 

She writes in her memoirs now 
appearing in the West German 
magazine Stern that 18 years after 
the death of the Nobel Prize- win- 
ning American novelist she still 
cries when she thinks of him and 
cannot understand why he killed 
himself. 

Miss' Dietrich, now 74, was con- 
sidered one of the world’s most se- 
ductive and intelligent actresses 
and in her memoirs she discusses 
soberly her friendship with extraor- 
dinary men — actor and director 
Orson Welles, the late German 
writer Erich Maria Remarque, the 
late French actor Jean Gabin. John 
Wayne. 

She says she was in love with 
Hemingway from the first moment 
she saw him on a ship sailing from

Fen Complaints 

Conducted over a two-month pe- 
riod on the same courses that will 
be used during the Olympics were 
events in cross-country skiing, 
biathlon, luge, ski jumping and Al- 
pine skiing. International fields 
competed in each, and few com- 
plaints were registered by athletes 
— or officials. 

And so. work at Lake Placid for 
the Olympics, a project that was 
originally to have cost SI00 million 
but lhat possibly will require $50 
million more, continues. The big 
field house that adjoins the old 
Olympic arena, a main focal point 
when the 1932 Winter Olympics 
were staged here, will be completed 
in June. The new field house, which 
will be the site of hockey and fig- 
ure-skating competitions, will seal 

8.500. 

Five miles from this village, 
housing for 1.200 athletes and 600 
officials, coaches and trainers, is 
expected to be ready by July I. The 
housing complex will be made up 
of five dormitory- 1 ype buildings. 
Upon its completion, the organiz- 
ing committee will really be ready 
to say all i? ready. 

One who is confident no major 
obstacles remain is Peter Spuntey. 
the Games general manager, who 
was culled into service last October 
at an annual salary of 5100.000. 
His job: to help smooth the way for 
the remaining pre'-Olympic projects

and to implement the staging or the 
games. 

■’I'm pleased wiih our progress." 
said Spumey. “And l was pleased 
by ihe smooth manner in which uur 
recent test trials were held. I'm con- 
vinced only success lies ahead.” 

The period of trials ended on a 
negative note when ihe two-man 
bobsled event was called off be- 
cause of poor ice on the rebuilt S5- 
Tnillion serpentine slide. The can- 
cellation was caused partly by rain 
and unseasonably warm weather. 

‘‘We’d have been able to hold it." 
said Fell, “had not work on the 
run's construction been delayed 
about two months for reasons be- 
yond our control.

Asking Tor Mercy 

Apart from the bobsled trials, 
only one race — the men's cross- 
country skiing relay — lud to be 
called off during the trial period. 
That cancellation had nothing io 
do with facilities. It was caused by 
30-degree-bclow-zcro weather that 
found" some of the competitors ask- 
ing for mercy. The remainder of the 
cross-country program, also held in 
subzero temperatures, was conduct- 
ed on schedule. 

The Alpine Olympic courses on 
Whiteface Mountain, about 10 
miles east of Lake Placid, also pro- 
duced favorable comment from 
coaches and racers. Before the com- 
petition — in downhill and giant 
slalom — some of the European 
performers had expressed concern 
jhout having to race on courses 
completely blanketed with artificial 
snow. They were not accustomed in 
such surfaces because machine- 
made snow is a rarity in Europe. 

“But wc heard no beefs afier 
they had run the mountain." said 
Serge Lussi. the chairman of the 
Lake Placid committee's Alpine 
events. “Personally. 1 was delight- 
ed. We've held four downhill races 
here this winter ranging from 
Canudian-American events right up 
to the trials. There wasn’t a post- 
ponement or cancellation.’ 

Those facilities not already test- 
ed by international competition 
will be brought into focus before 
lhe year’s end. Figure skmers will 
have" their chance in mid-Septem- 
ber. while an invitational hockey 
tournament in which the Soviet 
Union. Sweden. Canada and ihe 
United States .ire to participate is 
scheduled fur mid- December.

Ni:w YORK (NYT) — Under 
Tom Reid's name in the Hockey 
Register, in the space for honors, 
injuries or other sidelights to a 
player's career, there is this infor- 
mation: "Missed . . . part of 1977- 
78 season with skin rash." 

There will he no listing at ail af- 
ter this season. Tor Reid's career is 
over. At the age of 32. and after 1 1 
seasons in the National Hockey 
League, he has quit, victimized by 
what the players call 'The gunk.” a 
mysterious, painful skin rash that 
seriously affects about 10 pereent 
of the NHL’s competitors. 

This season. For the first time, 
the league is acknowledging lhat it 
has a problem and has started to 
gather reports to determine the 
cause and a possible cure. When 
word of the rash surfaced, about 
years ago. the NHL termed iL a 
problem for individual clubs. 

Now. at the league's request, two 
doctors at the Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta have begun a 
study of the rash, which affects be- 
tween 30 and 40 NHL players sig- 
nificantly and perhaps twice that 
number with mild attacks. 

Plenty of Differences 

There are plenty of differences 
among cases. For instance, the rash 
affects Carol Vadnais of the New 
York Rangers only on the hands, 
and it gets to Eddie Westfall of the 
New York Islanders behind the 
knees and on his forearms. But it 
covered 70 percent of Reid’s body, 
forcing him to take as many as 30 
cortisone shots to the affected areas 
the day of a game. Reid, who 
swathed himself in wet packs to al- 
leviate the pain, says the constant 
doses of cortisone began to affect 
his body. 

‘The doctor told me after last 
.season. 'If you were my son. I’d tell 
you to quit hockey. - " says Reid. 
"So 1 figured rather than shorten 
mv life — the cortisone was mess- 
ing up 'mv insides — I’d give up 
hockey 1 ." 

As long as Reid doesn’t perspire, 
he has no problems these days. But 
if he engages in any strenuous 
activity, the rash returns. This is 
why he would not play even in the 
Minnesota North Stars' recent old- 
timers' game. "It’s not worth going 
through the agony for a 20-minute 
game." says the former defense- 
man. 

Cause Unidentified 

At its worst, the rash secretes a 
yellowish liquid that slicks to a uni- 
form, causing a player to cry out in 
pain. Some sores are as large as a 
quarter, others 12 inches long and a 
few inches wide. In most cases, 
chemicals and creams have been of 
little help. 

Theories about the cause also 
vary. The rash has been attributed 
to emotional disturbance, to in- 
creased use of synthetic fibers, to 
dirty equipment,' to the exhaust of 
the Zamboni machine, which sur- 
faces the ice. 

"Speaking informally.” said Dr. 
David Fraser of the Center for Dis- 
ease Control. “I doubt we’ll find 
out what it is. since »o many good 
people have tried."

Baseball’s Quiet Millionaire 

Carew Speaks Softly —

But Oh, That Big Stick

PALM SPRINGS, CaJif. <WP» — In this era of 
monstrous baseball salaries, the man who is actual- 
ly the highest-paid player in the whole profession 
gets 5800.000 a season, cash on the barrel every 
two weeks. 

N'o write-ins like deferred payments, or hidden 
bonus clauses or late^maturing insurance policies. 
Yankee-style. but a straight 5£mi!lion wage for his 
next five years on Gene Autry’s payroll a^ request- 
ed by the payee, who likes simple arrangements. 

Autry is paying this kind of money to Rodney 
Cline Carew. a chap who conforms to none of the 
usual big-contract types. He is not a big, blow-'env- 
down pitcher, nor does he hit home runs. 

As for showmanship, he regards it as poor taste. 
As Tor his hitting, ah. thdt could he called his high- 
ly negotiable saving grace. Rod Carew has been the 
best hitter in the whole world for the last many 
years, seven times the American League batting 
champion. He also owns a deft first baseman's 
glove, and last fall when he opted off the Minneso- 
ta Twins, his bat instantly became the most sought- 
after weapon in hasebafl. Autry w-on the bidding 
contest, and Carew landed on the side of the 
Angels. 

Part of the Scenery 

What the Angels got in addition to the most 
feared of all batsmen was the most quiet of all 
baseball’s millionaires. Carew's manner is as modu- 
lated aa the calmness of his voice. On Lhe Twins, he 
was everybody's modest nice guy. These days in the 
Angels' clubhouse, their new $4- million man man- 
ages to make himself only part of the scenery. 

The big stick that the quiet man has carried to 
the pljte in nis 12 years in the majors has fetched 
him a .334 lifetime average, including, of course, 
that gorgeous .385 in 1977” when he took a big run 
ai the long-un reached .400 plateau. 

For the Angels' manager. Jim Fregosi. having 
Carew is a heady thing. "We finished only five 
games from the playoffs last season, and if Rod 
Carew isn't worth many more than five games to 
this club, we should give up right now." 

There':, been nothing like Carew on the Angels. 
Fregosi said. "What an altitude. He's up at 6 
o'clock every morning, running for miles on the 
golf course next to our motel and taking six or 
seven of our guys with him." 

Fregosi said that Carew- gave the whole leam a 
lift simply by the act of signing with the Angels. 
"That means he selected us" over the Yankees and 
jI! the other teams. What a dream hitter he is. And 
hitting is contagious, you know. He just glides with 
the pitch. And 1 also happen to think he^s the best 
first baseman in ihe league." 

One-League Boots 

Carew said that he never intended to sign with a 
National League team, for the some reason that 
Pete Rose didn't sign with an American League 
team. "1 didn’t want to be a stranger to the league's 
pitching." he said. "1 studied AL pitching for too 
many years.” 

But he did not shop around like Rose, who shut- 
tled among several cities searching out the best 
offer. "J don't like to do things like that," Carew 
said, simply. “I always had an idea I'd like to sign 
with the Angels." 

It was Carew's reluctance io suing things out 
that caused his brother-in-law. his agent, to issue a 
sort of deadline to the Yankees, who were talking 
trade with Calvin Griffith, ihe ow ner of the Twins. 
This infuriated lhe Yankee owner, George Steinbr- 
enner, who declared that nobody could issue a 
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deadline to hi* club, and said. ".Any player who 
doesn't consider it a privilege to play with the 
Yankees is of no interest to me.” 

Carew said. "I simply didn't consider it a privi- 
lege to play with the Yankees. 1 consider it a privi- 
lege io play major-league baseball with any team 1 
like to play with." 

An Overacbiever 

The Twins weren't very sure about Carew as a 
hitter when they brought him up from ihe minors 
in 1967. Carew said. "1 remember one of the men 
in lhe Twins' organization saving to me. ‘Red. if 
you can hit .240 or .259 and play some second base 
you will be a help to us.” Carew hi: .292 that first 
vear. 


Fregosi is still curious as to why the Twins bai- 
ted Carew in the No. 2 spot, and often as leadaff 
all those years. He\« bailing Carew third, "where he 
belongs.” 

Carew said. “I guess I'll have to adjust to * cou- 
ple of things now that I’m with the Angels,” invit- 
ing the question with some delight. "Well.” he 
explained, “H! have to abandon my Nolan Ryan 
stance.” He said that against Ryan he would get 
down as low as he decently could and try to move 
up on Ryan's rising fastball. 

He adjusts, too. to hardball throwers tike Ron 
Guidry and Jim Palmer, he says. “1 shift around ;c 
my extreme open stance. It's the only way to pick 
up the kind of fastball Lhey throw ." 

MeteorologLst at Bat 

Carew is big enough to hit the home runs he 
doesn't go for. "I’d rather meet the ball more than 
the big sluggers do. Things happen when you meet 
the ball, outside of the good feeling you geL Late 
lost season, I pulled a nice double into right field 
and I knew it would be a triple because the grass 
was wet out there and it would take longer to get to 
the right fielder. In this game, you have to study 
the climate, too." It was the nearest thing to a 
Carew boa&L 

That old curmudgeon, Gaylord Perry. 20-game 
winner and savant, said of Carew, "That s.o.b. hits 
everything. Left, right, center and down your 
throat. He hits the ball everywhere, dammit. Why 
don't you ask me about a hitter 1 can get out." 

Carew said that he wasn't quite sure early in 
1967 that he would survive the cut with the Twins. 
“I was hitting only -225 in early May, with five 
days to go to the cut-down date. Then" with three 
days to go, I got it up io 2245." Then. He said, 
everything turned out fine. The Washington Sena- 
tors came in and he went 10-for-l 1 .

H ollywood <wpi — 

Elmer Bernstein, the mov- 
ie composer — 125 scores in 28 
years, by his own rough count — 
says most music for television is 
pretty terrible for the same rea- 
son that most television pro- 
grams are pretty terrible. "Tele- 
virion has one concern: getting 
the show out fast and getting 
high ratings.” Bernstein 
grumped. 

“1 think 1 could safely say that 
with few exceptions, televirion 
schedules preclude the po&ribity 
of gpod work." he could safely 
suv. and does. ' 

But. a little bit of it is chang- 
ing. There are encouraging signs, 
and Bernstein is one of them. 
The fact that the composer of 
such superior if dissimilar movie 
scores os "To Kill a Mocking- 
bird" and “The Ten Command- 
men is” is dipping his little toe

Secret Ingredient 

“Television's getting to be a 
much more interesting field, and 
the key to it is money.” said 
Bernstein, no relation to Leon- 
ard (Leonard says “Bem-stine”; 
Elmer says “Bern-steen"). "AH 
of a sudden they’re spending 
money into millions to make 





“Yet the work is similar to fea- 
ture films and the tensions and 
pressures are worse." TV produc- 
ers would offer him about one- 
fourth the amount of money he 
could get from film producers. 

Movie composers are notori- 
ous grumblers and malcontents, 
but they do have lots to com- 
plain about. Especially in the 
’60s and 70s, producers and 
publicists were forever pressur- 
ing them to tap out a pop tune 
that would help promote a film. 
Bernstein said there was still a 
trace of this top-40 mentality in 
TV, and for that reason, al- 
though he scored the feature film 
“National Lampoon's Animal

into The muddied waters of tele- 
vision is itself an indication of 
change for the better. 

In addition, movie-music com- 
posers like John Addison (“Tom 
Jones”) and Maurice Jarre (“Dr. 
Zhivago") are working in televi- 
sion, chi&ly, like Bernstein, for 
TV movies. 

Most producers would assume 
that someone like Bernstein 
would be too expensive to hire 
for a TV movie. ^Well they’d be 
right, actually.” Bernstein said. 
Yet he composed the score for 
NBCs movie “Little Women" 
and is now working on an unusu- 
ally ambitious TV project, adapt- 
ing and arranging three works of 


television films, add that has at- 1 
ways been the key in this busi- 
ness — spend enough money and 
the interest and care rise accord- 
ingly. 

“As time goes on, because of 
cable and various things, the 
competition is becoming more 
and more fierce, so fierce that 
they have to find ever-new ways 
to attract people to the seL And 
now. hopefully, they’re trying 
quality. As strange as that may 
sound.” 

For years, Bernstein said, the 
rates for composing music for a 
two-hour TV movie were stand- 
ardized at $7,500 top. including 
conducting and orchestration. 


House," he “politely withdrew” 
from the Tv version.

‘Everybody's a Genius' 

“1 sensed right from the begin- 
ning that there would be that 
kind of problem with that show." 
he said. “You know, .‘Let’s get 
the show off with a bang,’ bing- 
bang-wham. all that sort of 
thing! When you get into that 
kino of a situation, you find out 
that everybody’s a genius all of a 
sudden. In the area of pop 
music, everybody thinks they 
know what to do, and they may 
be right; I probably don’t know 
any more about pop music than 
the kid on the street This can be 
very disturbing, because the only 
secure diing an artist has to fall 
back ori is his judgment. And the 
one great freedom you have to 
cherish as an artist is the free- 
dom to make your own mistakes 
— not other people's mistakes." 

Bernstein' blames himself, 
partly, for introducing pop music 
into movies scores wuh his jazzy 
riffs for “The Man With the 
Golden Arm" in the early 1950s. 
“I had lunch with John 
Williams.” the composer for 
“Star Wars.” “Close 
Encounters” and “Superman.” 
Bernstein said, “and I said. 
‘John, you really closed the 
circle.’ I opened a Pandora's Box 
with ‘Man With the Golden 
Arm. - Thank God we have now . 
come full circle: ‘Star Wars’ 
brought the symphonic score 
back to the movies. 


When Bernstein’s friend Mel 
Stuart, director of “The 
Chisholms," called him about 
the Copland project, Bernstein 
told him, *T11 do it for the plea- . 
sure of seeing my name on the 
screen with Aaron Copland's^" 
Copland has written for films-' 
himself (“Our Town," "Of Mice . 
and Men”) and be can rest as- 
sured his music is safe with ad- 
mirer Bernstein. 

Visit to Copland 

“When I was 12 years old, my 
composition teacher took me to 
Aaron Copland to play a little 
waltz I had written, to find out if 
1 was talented, and be sent me on 
my way,” Bernstein recalled. “I 
haven't spoken to Aaron person- 
ally about this, but from what I. 
can gather, fie. gave carte 
blanche. Strangely enough. 1 
must tell you, as I approached 
the material 1 haven t messed 
with it really at all. I am trying to 
rise it whole cloth* as much as 
possible. Of course I find myself 
in a difficult position; I don’t 
wunt to injure it in any way." 

Bernstein is no stranger to 
Westerns; he has scored many, 
and his most popular or at least 
most familiar score is probably 
the one he wrote for “The Mag- 
nificent Seven.” The~ stirring 
main title found its way onto 
televirion without any collusion 
from Bernstein; the theme, in ad- 
dition to being a pop hit of -its 
day. became the musical signa- 
ture for the Marlboro campaign 
when cigarette advertising was 
still allowed on U.S. television. 

Bernstein's “dum. da-da dum, 
da-da-da- DA -da dum" became 
synonymous with Mariboro 
Country — not with hacking 
coughs, with chiaroscuro^ skies, 
misty vistas and tough hunks tall 
in saddles. 

“I want to make something 
very clear about that, by the 
way." Bernstein says. “What 
most people don’t realize is that 
the movie composer does not 
control his own copyright. The 
copyrights are owned by the stu- 
dios. who can do anything they 
.wish with them. The sale — a 
perfectly fine one. I don’t object 
to it — of the 'Magnificent Sev- 
en’ thane to that Marlboro cam- 
paign was nothing I had any- 
thing to do with or could haVe 
controlled. Because the copy- 
right owner is United' Artises." 

Still, the composer does get 
paid for these incursions into nis 
oeuvre? “Yes, it was very lucra- 
tive, 1 must say." He smiles 
. reflectively. “Very lucrative."
